3.  Voting  machines  result  in  prompt,  speedy  and  accurate  returns  of 
election  results,  and  maice  for  more  efficient  and  better  staffing  of  the 
polling  places. 

4.  Faster  completion  of  recount  petitions,  in  that  recounting  of 
machine  precincts  consists  of  checking  the  totals  of  each  machine,  whereas  the 
recounting  of  paper  ballot  precincts  requires  the  individual  handling  and 
counting  of  each  paper  ballot  cast  in  each  precinct  involved  in  a  recount 


petition.  Thus  less  time  and  personnel  is  required  to  conduct  recounts  in 
machine  precincts. 

5.  Overtime  pay  (time  and  one-half)  is  a  large  expenditure  in  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  the  Election  Department,  and  voting  machines  will  cut  sharply  these 
payments  to  Election  Department  personnel,  custodians  of  schoolhouses  and 
public  buildings,  police  officers  and  others,  who  are  required  to  be  on  duty  in 
the  various  voting  precincts  until  the  final  ballot  has  been  counted  and 
returned  to  the  Election  Department  vault.
